works, ho sold out to the City Corpora*' 
tion at a profit of $S95,000.

'den to reside, it was said at tho 
-- time, to eaoapo tho importunity of his 
Gorman creditors. It would apixiar that 
at last he has come to griid', and in lii.s 
fall he ■will bring many high heads in 
Ciormany down with him. He ii still a 
young man, about 13 years of age, and 
possasaed of great euorgy of character,

Sui, — I aiu directed to transmit to you, 
for the informatiou of your Qoveniniont, 
a copy of an order of Ills Excellency tlio 
Admiuistrator of the Governuieut iu 
Counoil, oa the sn^jeot of the diifiuulties 
existing between the Government of tb« 
DominTon and that of British Odlumbia, 
arisinp; out of tho agreement, made in 
ISVl, for tho ooDHtruotion of the Cana- 
dian Paciflo Ilaihvay. 

I bog to express ray regret at tho de- 
lay which has oecurrod in forwarding 
this document. It arose from tho fuot 
of the officer, whose duty it was to fur- 
nish a copy of the Order in Oouncil to 
this Department, for transmission to 
your Government, having inadvertently 
omitted to do bo.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of tho 
Honorable tho Privy UouDoil, approv- 
ed by His Excelloncy the Administra- 
tor of tho Governuiont in Oounoil, on 
. -the 20th of September, 1875. 

The Committoe of Council liave had un- 
der consideration tho diflicultios arising 
oat of the agreement made in 1871, for 
the oonatraotion of the Canadian PaciQo 
Bail way. Mr. Edgar's mission to British 
Columbia last year was based upon the 
view that the conditions of that agree- 
ment were quite impracticable of fullil- 
ment. Tho proposals submitted by bin- 
to the British Columbia Government were 
briefly that, the limitation of time being 
given up, Canada should undertake that 
one million lyid a half of dollars should 
be expended- upon construction within 
that Province in each year after location, 
and that the building of a waggQQ road 
f^lqng the hue of the proposed railway 
qousVruotion should preoed6.,'!^(;^;;(tlI rail- 
way construction. • 

It 'Wftfl further proposed to build a' Rail- 
way on Vancouver Island, from Esqui- 
ipalt to ISfanaimo, 

■Jho propositions were either not con- 
eidored by the Government of British 
Columbia, or, if considerod, they were re- 
jected by them, and they subsequently 
appealed to the Imperial Governmout, in- 
voking their intervention. Tho result of 
this appeal was an oiTor from the liight 
Honorable Lord Carnarvon, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, of his good oUiccs 
p> promote a settlement. 

The Privy Council in their Minute of 
the 23rd of July, 1873, advi8ed"tlnit Lord 
Carnarvon be informed they would glnd 
ly submit the question to l\im for his de- 
cision ai to whether the exertions of tlin 
Government, the diligence shown, and 
tjje offers ms^de, have of hi»'8 not been 
fair and just, and in acaordanoe with tho 
epirjt of tho agreement" Lord Caioar- 
vbn in his Despatch of August IGth, act- 
ing upon this Minute, anil upon ngroo 
meat on tho part of British Columbia to 
abide by bis decision, made certain sug 
gestions, of which the most important 
w«re^that the amount of yearly expendi- 
ture within tho Province, after location, 
should be not less than two miljions of 
dollars; that the period of completion 
should bo tho year 1890, and that tho 
Railway from Enquiiualt to Nanaimo 
■t^ould bo at once coiamenoed. 

The Canadian Govorninout in thoir Min- 
ute of Council of Soptombor 17th, stated 
that while in no case could the Govern- 
ment undertake the completion oi the 
whole line in the tia^g mentioued, and ex- 
treme unwillingness exists to another 
limitation of time, yet, if it bo found ab- 
oolutoly noccHsary to Boouro a prosout 
settlomont of tlio controversy by further 
concessions, a pledge in;iy bo given that 
the portion west of Lako Superior ivillho 
completed so as to afford connection by 
rail with existing lines of rail wi^ through 
■ portion of the United States, and by 
Canadian waters during the season of 
navigation, by the year 1890, as suggest- 
ed. 

It was farther agreed tlmt after loca- 
tion two millions should bo expsndod 
yearly upon conBtruotion in British Co- 
lumbia, and tliflt a Railway fron) i^squi- 
malt to Niuinimo aliould be built. 

It must boboriio in mind that every 
stop in tho negotiiktions was nocoasarily 
prodiaated u\mn ami wubject to tho condi- 
tions of tho lloiiolution of tho llouso of 
. Commons. paBHod iu 1871, contompora- 
' nooualy with the adoption of the Terms 
of Union with British Columbia, snbse- 
quontly onaoted in the Canadian Paciflo 
Railway Aot of 1872, and f,ub»«quontly 
re enacted (ofter a largo adilition had 
bean made to the rate of taxation) iu tho 
Canadian raoiflo Railway Act of 1871; 
that tho public aid to bo given to secure 
the BooompliBhment of the undertaking 
"abonld ooniist of such liberal grants of 
land and aaoh subsidy in Ihoney or other 
aid , not increaiing the then exiattng rate of 
taxation, as the Parliament of Canada 
should thereafter determine." 
- This defcorminalion not to involve the 
country in a hopeloas burden of debt i» 
sustained by public opinion ovorywhoro 
tbronghout tha Dominion, and must of 
OMtliity control the action of duo Go\r-

year'- ngreomonts as to 

f,. .y expenditure, and as to completion 
^y a fixed time, must be subjaot to tho 
condition thrice recorded in the Jonrnala 
of Parliament, that no further inoreasa 
in the rate of taxation shall be required 
in order to their fulfilment. 

Tho sanction of Parliament to tho con- 
struction of tho proposed railway from 
Esquiiualt to Nanaimo was necessarily a 
couditiou precedent to tho cominouce- 
mont of the work. 

The other important features of th« 
arrangement, namolj; the limitation of 
time for the completion of a certain por- 
tion, and the specification of a yearly' ex- 
penditure, wore deemed to bo within tho 
meaning of the Paoilio Railway Aot,187-l, 
subject, of course, to the condition al- 
ready mentioned, and which was referr- 
ed to in tho Minuto of Counoil of Decem- 
ber 18th, 1874, when the Government 
"expressed a willingnosa to make those 
further concessions rather than forego 
an immediate sottlomout of so irritating a 
question, as the concessions suggested 
might bo made without involving tho 
violation of tho sjnrit of any parliamen- 
tary resoUtion or tho letter of any enact- 
ment." 

Tho proposed Railway from Esquimau 
to Nanaimo does not form a portion of the 
Oonadian Paoifio Jiail way as defined by 
the Aot; it was intended to benefit local 
interests, and was proposed as compensa- 
tiau for the disappointment exporioncod 
by the unavoidable delay in constructing 
tho Railway across tho Continent. The 
work is essentially a local ono, and there 
are obvious reasons against tho Canadian 
Government, under ordinary circunistan- 
008, undertaking tho construction of such 
works, and in favor of their being built, 
if at all, by virtue of iProvinoial action. 

The Bill. which the Government intro- 
luced into the lloufio of Commons to 
])r<)viik) f')r building this Railway, evoked 
a oousulonible degree of opposition in 
that House and in the country, and al- 
though passed by the House of Commons 
it was afterwards rejected in the Senate, 
and thus there is imftosed opon the Gov- 
ernment the duty of considering some 
other method of meeting all just expec- 
tations of tho people of British Columbia, 
whoso Government has not suggoatod to 
this Government any solution of the 
difticulty. 

It would seem reasonable that tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia should construct 
this work themselves, or (if they think 
other local public works more advanta- 
geous) should, in lien of this, themselves 
undertake such other local public works, 
and that tho compensation to be given 
them by Canada for ony delays which 
may take place in tho construction of the 
Pacific Railway shoul 1 be in tho form of 
a cash bonus to bo applied towards tho 
looal Railway; or puch other local works 
as the legislature of British Columbia 
may undertake, Canada also surrendaring 
any claim to lands which may have been 
reserved in Vancouver Islond for railway 
purposes. 

The sum of S760,000 would appear to 
tho Committee to be a liberal oompensa- 
tion and the Committee advise that the 
Government of British Onlombia be in- 
formed that this Government is prepared 
to propose to Parliament at its next Ses- 
sion , tho legislation necessary to carry 
out tho views contained in this Minut(J as 
to the construction of tho Pacific Rail- 
way and the compensation to be given to 
British Columbia for delays in such con- 
struction, 

The Committee fnrthsr advise that a 
copy of this Minute be transmitted to the 
Right nonorable the Seoretkry of State 

for tho Colonies.

The Court met at 11 a.m. 

The oases of Jiih Sing vs. Loe and Bent 
vt. Nelson, were sot for hearing on Mon- 
day neit, Mr. A. R. Robertson reserving 
the right to move for postponement in 
the case of witnesses not arriving in the 
one caso, and Mr. Drake reserving in tho 
other tho right to apply to change tho 
venue to Now Westminster if he should 
think the interests of his client required 
him to do so. 

His Lordship after hoaring excusea in 
the caso of ono or two jurymen and dis- 
missing thoui on tho ground of deafness, 
etc., remarked that two applications hud 
been made to him in private for exemp- 
tion and he wished to tako this opportu- 
nity to explain that ho had not and did 
not wish to have the power of dealing 
with any suoh questions in jirivate.

The remainder of tho jurors wore dis- 
charged till 11 o'clock to-day. 

The case of Jos. Spratt vs. the Lane &

Mr. Drake laid tho facts of the case bo- 
fore tho jury in a short but able address, 
from which it appeared that plaintifi'sued 
for a balance of account with interest aud 
counsel now projJosed to call Mr. II.B.W. 
Aikman, tho Registrar General, to piuvo 
that Col. Lano was the dulj' authorized 
agent of the Company, and then call Mr. 
Spratt to prove the debt. 

Mr. H. W. B. Aikman took tho witness 
stand and produced a Book of Records, 
and road therefrom copies of documents 
showing that tho said Col. Lano had act- 
ed OH the agent of tho company in effect- 
ing a lease of certain mining lands in 
Cariboo known as tho Meadows, and also 
that tho said Lane had transferred the 
property to the Cariboo Mining Co. ; and 
further documents showing that tho said 
Lane was duly appointed the agent of the 
company to olToct the transfer. 

Mr. Spratt, being called to tho witness 
box, deposed — Had d )no several jobs for 
defendants to order ot Ool. Lano, agent 
for the company. Had boon paid up to 
May 22d,1878; the company paid through 
the agent; tho bill in dispute woa the last 
bill for work done to .order of- OoL Lane, 
eonsisting of water wheel' gear and min- 
ing pumps; the pumps wero mado to or- 
der of Col. Tmno for S2,0()0 each; bill 
produced had been delivered to Colonel 
Lano, who said ho expected money from 
Ssn Francisco I)^ ovoiy steamer and con- 
sented to allow interest on the amount at 
the rate of 1% per cent, per month, and 
wrote and signod an acknowledgment that 
the bill was oorreot and that ho agreed to 
pay interest as above. 

The bill was hero produced aud read to 
the Court by tho Registrar. Mr. Pooloy, 
showing a halanco of §5,878.73, on which 
875 had been paid since the signing of the 
agreement and acknowlodgmect referred 
to, which was also read, viz:

His Lordship said tbo cuso was as clear 
as possible, and that all the jury had to 
do was to calculate tho interest on $5,- 
803.73 from tho 6th Aug., 1874,.to date 
and find tift the plaintiff. 

Verdict found and entered'ooo6rdingly 
in favor of plaiutift' for 87,181.87, 

The jury wore then dismissed till 11 
to-day, when the caso of Deightou vs. 
Pooley will come on. 



The Mebd of Praise. — It is quite wor- 
thy of ni-ite, that with the evcoption of 
throe bodies reooverod by tho Gussio Tel- 
fair, almost the entire work of saving 
lives as well as tho remains of tho dead 
connected with the recent tr-gedy of the 
Paciflo, has been performed by the U. S. 
Revenue steamer Oliver Wofcott, Lieut. 
Henry W. Harwood, Commander. The 
cutter saved quartermaster Honloy of the 
Paoifio, and the ollii;era and entire crew 
of the ship Orpheus, wrecked iu Barclay 
Sound, besides finding several bodies. 
The cruising ground of tho Wolcott is 
the entire^ district of Puget Sonnd, from 
the Columbia River to Cape Flattery on 
tho coast, and all tho interior waters of 
the Sound, When tho news of the loss 
of the Paciflo was first rocoived at I'ort 
Townsoud on Sunday morning, Nov. 7th, 
the cuttor was on a regular oflicial cruise 
on til,-! walorn of I'ossension Sounil back 
of Whiilby Island, and at Penn's Covo. 
She had on board Deputy Collector L. 
H. Briggs, and Cajit. Thomas Stratton, 
Inspector of Customs. Collector Web- 
ster immediately diai)atchod a messenger, 
and tho cuttor roturned to Port Townsend 
at H o'clock Huuday ovcniiig and at onco 
proceeded down Hound. On tho follow- 
ing morning sho discovered and rescued 
quartermaster Henley. Too much praise 
cannot be oworded to Henry A. Webster 
Esq., OoUeotor of iOustoms for Puget 
Sound District. Mr. Webster, at his own 
cost, caused niotallic cofllu.s to bo prepar- 
ed and had tlio bodies onibalmod and 
properly ])ro3erved in spirits. On tho ro- 
oeipt of iutnlligonco tliat tho body of Mr. 
Uafltiiiga had boon found at Port Angeles 
ho ohartetod |lho steamer I'ljantom, (tho 
OHltor hoing at Soattlo for coal,) and sent 
a tinsmith on hor with all mi.torial rn- 
quirod for making a metallic coflin which 
was done, and on the return of tho Phan- 
tom tho remains of Mr. Hastings wore 
takon by tho Masonic Fraternity and de- 
posited in thoir Hall where thoy rcmaiii- 
od till thoy woro placed on tho stoamHliip 
Salvador. We understand that a jiortion 
of tho expenses incurred by the collector 
have been repaid to him by the friends of 
the deceased. Examples of such disin^ 
terested and generous acts as these of 
Colleotor Wobntor dosorvo honorable 
mention by the entire prons. Tho cuttor 
Woloott has rondored more efTioiont Hor- 
vioo already during this winter than any 
other Amorieaii cutter on tho Puget 
Sound Station and her commander and 
officers are deserving of the highest 
praise.
